Communism’s contempt for 
religion has brought death, 
imprisonment, expulsion and 
suffering to at least 192 bish- 
ops and other heads of sees 
throughout the world. 


A survey made by the N.C.W.C, 
News Service shows that three car- 
dinals, 28 archbishops, 124 bish- 
ops and 37 priests—the latter serv- 
ing as heads of apostolic prefec- 
tures or as apostolic administra- 
tors of dioceses—have been vic- 
tims of Red persecution. They 
have been killed or are now in 
jail, expelled or exiled from their 
place of office or otherwise hin- 
dered from carrying out their du- 
ties. 


THESE PERSECUTED prelates 
symbolize the suffering of Catho- 
lics throughout the Communist 
world for whom American Catho- 
lics will set aside a special day of 
prayer on December 30. 

These modern martyrs come 
from almost every part of the Red 
realm. They lie in humble graves 
or languish in Communist dun- 
geons from Czechoslovakia in the 
West to Korea in the Far East. 

Despite the large list not 
every bishop or head of a see 
who has ever suffered at Red 
hands is recorded. Only those 
who have been. murdered, im- 
prisoned, expelled, forced into 
or kept in exile, are under ar- 
rest or are otherwise now barred 
from performing their episcopal 
duties are recalled. It does not 
include the scores of vicars gen- 
eral who suffered Communist 
persecution after they attempt- 
ed to take over the direction of a 
diocese following the Commu- 
nist elimination of its bishop. 

Also excluded from the survey 
are the bishops of Eastern Europe 
who have returned to their duties 
during the past year after periods | 
of-imprisonment or detention. | 

Three native bishops have been | 
exiled by the Reds from their sees | 
in Northern Vietnam and a. mis- 
sionary bishop has been expelled. 

In Poland one bishop is still in 
jail following the recent release 
of other prelates who had been 
under some form of Red con- 
straint. He is Bishop Ceslaus Kacz- 
marek of Kielce. 

All active members of the hier- 
archy have been eliminated in Ru- 
mania. One archbishop and three 
bishops died in prison or as re- 
sult of prison rigors. Six bishops. 
are still in jail. 


IN YUGOSLAVIA one Cardinal 
-—-Aloysius Cardinal Stepinac, 
Archbishop of Zagreb—is under 
semi-arrest and confined to his na- 
tive village. An archbishop and a 
bishop are in exile. Another bish- 
op has died in exile. One bishop 
is in prison and two were mur- 
dered by the Red regime. 

Twenty-eight prelates were mur- 
dered, executed or died as the re- 
sult of Communist imprisonment 
or brutality. 

Thirty-seven prelates are in jail 
or slave labor camps or under 
some other form of arrest. 

Twenty-three prelates are in ex- 
ile or have died in exile. 

Twenty-one prelates have been 
expelled from their sees by the 
Reds. A number of these have 
died since their expulsion. 

Thirteen other prelates are pre- 
vented from discharging their du- 
ties in other ways.’

Dr. Kertesz’ statement follows: 

Hungary has been living for the 
last few weeks under the terror 
of the Red Army. The so-called Ka- 
dar government is neither a gov- 
ernment nor Hungarian. 

Kadar was put into power by 
the Red Army. He and members 
of his government are Russian 
agents without popular support, 
Kertesz said. 


MORALLY it would be more 
than justified to withdraw recog- 
nition from the Kadar regime and 
expell their representatives from 
the-United. Nations, but diplomat- 
ic relations are a two-way street. 

Severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions would mean that American 
and other Western legations 
would leave Budapest. The 
American legation has been pro- 
viding asylum to Cardinal 
Mindszenty and the American 
flag flying in Budapest offers 
hope for better developments. 

Under the existing tragic cir- 
cumstances the presence of Amer- 
ican and other Western diplomatic 
missions in Hungary is of con- 
siderable importance. 

The application of measures 
against Hungary by the United 
Nations is another matter. Ac- 
cording to the charter a member 
state may be suspended from the 
exercise of the rights of member- 
ship by the General Assembly or 
even expelled from the United 
Nations. But such actions neces- 
sitate a recommendation by the 
Security Council where the So- 
viet Union can exercise veto pow- 
er. 

The member states of the Unit- 
ed Nations, however, could apply 
individually and collectively, var- 
lous other measures against the 
Hungarian government. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the General As- 
sembly could refuse to recognize 
the credentials of the Hungarian 
delegation appointed by Kadar. 
The General Assembly should do 
this because it would not be an 
action against Hungary, but rath- 
er a protest against the criminal 
installation of a pupet government

This is a vital problem for all 
leading powers in the internation- 
al community. If they tolerate 
such methods in_ international 
affairs because they fear Soviet 
retaliation, the U.S.S.R. will be 
able to attack and absorb coun- 


tries one after the other. 


HITLER’S actions proved that 
the “it can’t happen-here’”’ phil- 
osophy is not a realistic policy in 
the world in which we live. 

In .connection with events in 
Poland and Hungary, world pub- 
lic opinion is inclined to over- 
look the character of the Soviet 
state. We should take note of 
the commentary to Section 58 
of the Soviet Criminal Code: 

“In view of the moral-political 
unity of the Soviet people, armed 
uprisings in the U.S.S.R. are to 
be viewed in the U.S.S.R. only as 
an act of states hostile to the 
U.S.S.R. sending their agents into 
the U.S.S.R. for the organization 
of attacks against the Soviet pow- 
” 

In the spirit of this statement, 
the assertion of Hungarian inde- 
pendence was automatically con- 
sidered by the Soviet Union as an 
act instigated by states hostile to 
the U.S.S.R. A resolution of the 
Soviet Communist Party issued on 
July 2 interpreted the Poznan riots 
in the same way. |

Louis priest told the Senate Sub 
committee on Disarmament here. 

Father Linus J. Thro, S.J., assis- 
tant professor of philosophy at 
St. Louis University, said at the 
hearing in the university’s law 
school auditorium that it is his 
opinion that morally the nation 
had not only a right, but an 
obligation to defend itself and to 
ensure its security. 

ANOTHER PRIEST who pre 


gented testimony to the Subcom- 


mittee of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations was Father Vin- 
cent F. Daues, S. J., professor of 
philosophy at Rockhurst College 
and also a member of the Missouri 
Philosophical Association. 

Father Daues, also a Jesuit, said 
that there “can be no question of 
total disarmament” through the 
United Nations or by agreements 
outside the UN. 

He said the world has need for 

a higher authority, such as the 

UN, to establish and maintain 

order between nations. This does 

not mean the sacrifice of the 
principle of autonomy, however. 

“Whenever the state is adequate 
to bring about the common good, 
no interference can legitimately 
be made,” he said. 

But, he continued, the way in 
which the world is sharply divid- 
ed into two camps today “makes 
it impossible for a supernatural 
organization to exercise proper 
authority.” 

“In our present world situation, 
a just peace and security is not 
and cannot be guaranteed by the 
UN. In fact, without the support 
of a strong nation, the efforts of 
the UN would not be effective at 
all,” he said. 

HENCE, there can be no ques 
tion of total disamament. Evident- 
ly, we must work to lessen the 
threats of war, to lessen the arma 
ment burden, but this cannot be 
done at the sacrifice of our abili- 
ty to defend ourselves and the 
weaker nations,” he said.
